INVOLUNTARY PETITION IN 
BANKRUPTCY AGAINST PONZ 


Bank Commissioner Orders Trust 
Company to Pay No More of 
Speculator’s Checks, 

By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Aug. 9.-—An involuntary 
petition in bankruptcy was filed 
against Charles Ponzi in the Federal 
Court today by Charles 
James Fernald and Harry Farrell, 
who hold notes totalling $750. 

Bank Commissioner Joseph ©. 
Allen announced this afternoon that 
he had ordered the Hanover Trust 
Co. to~pay no more checks of Ponzi 
or his agents. 

The petition alleges that Ponzi is 
insolvent, and that about July 15 he 
transferred a portion of his assets 
to a creditor, “‘with intent to give 
him preferment over other 
creditors.” The amount transferred 
is set in the petition at $3000. 

“Although Mr. Ponzi claims that 
his dealings in international reply 
coupons have been conducted upon 
a very large scale, aggregating mil- 


lions of dollars, the investigation has ,
